ORDER 

New Delhi, the 4th August, 1982 

S.O. 554 (E)/18FA/Il>RA/82.— Whereas by the order 
of the Government of India in the late Ministry of Industry 
and Civil Supplies (Department of Industrial Development) 
No, S.O. 422(E), dated the 5th August, 1975 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Order), the Central Government 
authorised the body of persons specified in that Order to take 
over the industrial undertaking known as the Messrs Engel 
India Machine and Tools Limited, Calcutta (hereinafter 
referred to as the said industrial undertaking) for a period 
of 5 years from the 5th August, 1975 ; 

And whereas the Central Government in the Ministry of 
Industry (Department of Industrial Development) in its Or¬ 
der No. S.O. 292(E), dated the 16th May, 1979, autho¬ 
rised the Secretary, Closed and Sick. Industries Department of 
the Government of West Bengal now called Secretary, Indust¬ 
rial Reconstruction Department, Government of West Ben¬ 
gal (hereinafter referred to as the authorised person) to take 
over the management of the said industrial undertaking from

the aforesaid body of persons for the remaining period of 
five years from the 5th August, 1975 ; 

And whereas by the Order of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment) No. S.O. 608(E), dated the 1st August 1980, the 
duration of the said Order was extended upto and inclusive 
of the 4th August, 1981 ; 

And whereas by the Order of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Industry (Department of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment) No. S.O. 620(E)/18FA/IDRA/81, dated the 3rd 
August, 1981, the duration of the said Order was extended 
for a further period of one year ; 

And whereas the Central Government, being of the opi¬ 
nion that it is expedient in the public interest that the autho¬ 
rised person should continue to manage the said industrial 
undertaking for a further period of six months, made an 
application to the Calcutta High Court praying for permis¬ 
sion to that effect, under the proviso lo sub-section(2) of 
section 18FA of the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act. 1951 (65 of 1951), and that the said High Court has, 
by its Order dated the 3rd August. 1982 granted the said 
permission ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to sub-section(2) of section 18FA of the Indust¬ 
ries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
the Central Government hereby directs That the said Order 
shall continue to have effect for a further period of six 
months.
